Nicholas served in the War of 1812 and is buried in Chaneysville Methodist Cemetery with a 
headstone provided by the Government [See Headstone photo]. 


According to the 1920 U.S. census, Nicholas Wertz spoke German. 





May also be known as “Nicodemus”? 
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Nicodemus Wertz "grandfather of Emily Bennett" [Bennett is unknown].? 





[There is currently no relationship known to the people mentioned in the two paragraphs 
below. ] 


A Paul Wertz is featured in the book "History of Bedford, Somerset and Fulton Counties, 
Pennsylvania." (1884), pp. 379-380. According to the book, he emigrated from Germany, 
and settled in Bedford County prior to 1771 living in Cumberland Valley. His children were 
John, Paul, Jacob, Henry. Betsy (McFerran), Kate (May), Mary (Lee), Rebecca (McFerran), 
Sarah (Mahoney) and Ann (Brosier) all of whom had died by the writing of the book in 1884. 


It goes on to mention that John Wertz, son of Paul, was born in Germany and came to this 
country as a boy. He reared nine children: Henry, William C., Bonner (deceased), Josiah, 
John J., Rachel (Hardman), Catherine (Lee), Mary (James), and Rebecca (Easter). [I have a 
photocopy of this article, with a few additional facts, and will create a source should I find 
these individuals are related. ]°

District of Pennsylvania. Valentine was summoned to service on September 23, 1863. The

*The newspaper source above, regarding the finding of a Civil War draft, incorrectly 
identifies Hannah as Valentine’s wife. This draft summons could be the document that I 
once had, but was lost, during my move from Springville, UT to Orem, UT in the spring of

In the 1880 U.S. Federal Census Emanuel (age 15) appears as a son of “Volentine” and 
indicates that Emanuel worked on a farm.’ 





Emanuel’s grandson Orville Harry Lines had several tools of his. A Disston hand saw and an 
18" X 24" square. Also a 12 gauge single shot shotgun. Orville used to follow his 
grandfather around as he hunted rabbit when he was 7 or 8 years old. He knew his 
grandfather well. Howard Bennett was Emanuel Wertz' half-sister's husband.° 
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Emanuel’s newspaper obituary indicates he was born in 1863 but reports his age as 57 
years and 8 months old. It also indicates that Emanuel died in “Naulton.” But I’ve been 
unable to find on the Internet any reference to a community of this name. I was however 
able to find numerous references to a Naulton Road in Curwensville, Clearfield, PA.° 





Emanuel’s great grandson James Ingram (b. 1930) has in his possession a book about a 
meeting of the Wertz family in 1921 [1912?] in which they discussed the family's attempts 
to get back the family fortune out of the Netherlands. They were never able to get any of 
the money as it was said it would have broke the country, which by that time the assets 
were worth "billions." The family apparently had interest in the Krup Works* ammunitions 
plant which had been taken over by the Germans and was part of the Wertz estate. ?” 





*Krups Works was a leading steel producer and munitions maker and is still in existence. 
The family business was the largest company in Europe at the beginning of the twentieth 
century. In 1999 the company merged with Thyssen AG to form Thyssenkrup AG, a large 
industrial conglomerate. The company operates worldwide in three main business areas: 
steel, capital goods (elevators and industrial equipment), and services (specialty materials, 
environmental services, mechanical engineering, and scaffolding services). 1® 





Emanuel may have had a half-sister whose name was Anne Bennett.?? 


On 1 March 1884 when Emanuel L. was 20, he married Hannah HOOPENGARDNER?2°!, 
daughter of Wesley Henry HOOPENGARDNER (1837-1902) & Rachel SMITH (1838-1920). 
Born in 1861 in Fulton County, PA. Hannah died on 4 October 1943 in Pike Township, 
Clearfield, PA.2* Buried on 6 October 1943 in Oak Hill Cemetery, Curwensville, Clearfield, 
PA.?* Rev. M. Nicholson Officiating. Born in 1862 in Pennsylvania. 


Hoopengardner has been spelled by different ancestral family members in several ways 
including Hoopengartner; Hoopengarner; Hoopingarner, Hopingardner.°® 


Her grandchildren referred to her as “Granny Wertz” and revered her for the loving and 
caring woman she was to them.?? 


Hannah died at her home in Pike Township, Clearfield, PA. Her husband preceeded her in 
death by 21 years.?? 


Hannah's great grandson Wilbur Lines Jr (b. 1939). remembered seeing Hannah and had 
information that she was born on the day that Abraham Lincoln was inaugurated [March 4, 
1861].?°

Avenue, Clearfield, PA.*© This address, 220 West Sixth Avenue, is the same address of his 
wife’s younger brother Aaron who is listed with his wife Hannah as seen in their 1910 
Census entry.2*°

Lines vs. Lyons (Alternate Spellings) 


There are a number of recorded occurences where various Lines family members used 
themselves or addressed other Lines family members with the surname LYONS. For many 
years my grandfather Harry W. Lines (1880) used the spelling LYONS in his last name. 


Prior to that time Harry's uncle Mark Wallace Lyons (1878) also changed the spelling of his 
last name to LYONS. According to a grandson, George Lyons, Mark for unknown reasons 
made the change when he married his wife in August of 1913. 


There are instances when Harry’s brothers used the spelling in their mailings to other family 
members. There is one documented case, for example, in which William Edward Lines 
(1883) sent his sister Cornelia (1893) a postcard in which he spells her last name Lyons. 
There is another documented instance in which brother Byron Francis Lines (1888) sent his 
mother Mary Jane Patton Lines a postcard in which he spelled her last name Lyons. 


Cornelia Ellen Lines Susek (1921) told her daughter Gloria Susek Peters that she was 
always aware that the name had been spelled two differing ways but never knew why. 
Cornelia’s father, my grandfather’s brother, Raymond E. Lines Sr. (1891) was also known to 
use the different spelling. A number of Cornelia Susek's family pictures have handwritten 
identifying information on the backs that also used the spelling LYONS. 


In addition there are postcards in which Byron Francis Lines changed the order of his first 
and second initials. Once as F.B.L. and another time as B.F.L. 


In my research of the Clearfield Progress newspaper I have also seen various members of 
my family, as recently as my father’s generation, in which their last name was incorrectly 
(or possibly sometimes otherwise) written as Lyons. 


In the days during my grandfather’s life, prior to the law requiring registration of births, 
many males, would adjust their ages to avoid military service and other civic burdens. 
However that does not explain why individuals as shown above would address 
correspondence to a sister or mother with the same erroneous spelling of the family 
surname. 


One final note. My step-grandfather Marlie Ellinger’s mother was Jane Lyons.°® 
With supporting documentation??*°

In the 1930 U.S. Federal Census Harry & Nora have five children living at home, Lillian (age 
15), Reuben (age 11), Eli (age 7), Richard (age 5) & John E. (age 3). Harry was not a 
veteran of the U.S. Military.*°

He was always busy and because of my grandmother’s health took care of the 
housework and cooking. He was always making coffee and preparing meals on his wood- 
fueled stove. When my mother and I would visit he was always anxious to serve coffee and 
to fix up something to eat, whether we were hungry or not. He was a kind man and was 
among the most decent men I've ever known and a good husband to my grandmother, Nora 
Agnes Wertz.*8

Marlie was survived by seven grandchildren, eleven great-grandchildren and one great- 
great-grandson.

Memories of my Uncle Orville 
By his nephew Richard Lee Gleason 


Orville was my oldest of all his siblings who I saw on just a few occasions, as a youth and 
during a couple of visits to Ohio as an adult. 


I can only recall his coming to Maryland from his home in Cleveland once when I was a boy. 
It was early in the 1960s when my mother and I lived in an apartment on Hamilton Street 
in Hyattsville, Maryland. I recall a few years later, when as a young boy, I was in 
Pennsylvannia I spent a day and an overnight stay with my Uncle Orville and Aunt Mary. 
We spent part of our day traveling from the Clearfield area to Madera, PA where Mary’s 
sister or brother lived. I can’t recall much about the trip nor the reason why I traveled with 
them but I do recall spending the night at the relatives small home that sat on a hill high 
above the street. 


Uncle Orville like many of his brothers was tall and lanky. He was always pleasant to be 
around. A bit quiet but always willing to tell a story that would bring a smile to our face. 

His wife Mary was a small woman, quiet and very nice. Uncle Orville was an avid deer 
hunter and lived an active life. Asa life-long deer hunter Orville “got fed up” with having to 
constantly eat venison during the years of the depression. From that time forward “deer 
season or no season” he refused to eat deer meat. When he found success during his many 
hunting trips he would give it all away. 


He was always physically strong, amazingly fit, and active even in his advanced years. 
When I last saw him, despite being in his eighties, he continued to rake the fall leaves from 
his lawn and would climb tall ladders to make house repairs. There was just no stopping 
him. 


In a 1987 interview I had with him he told me he was named after the doctor that delivered 
him, Dr. H. Orville King. 


As I understand it, Uncle Orville made himself some eggnog, using several raw eggs. Asa 
result he contracted Salmonella. Extremely ill for about a week his family took his doctor’s 
advice and gave permission for surgery to be performed. The family was naturally 
concerned about his advanced years and the surgery’s affect. But the doctor said it was the 
only way possible to save his life. Unfortunately Uncle Orville didn’t survive the ordeal and 
died on his 93rd birthday.°® 


On 7 September 1926 when Orville Harry was 20, he married Mary A. SMAGOLA. Born on 
26 November 1906 in Pennsylvania. Mary A. died in Cleveland, Cuyahoga, OH, on 19 
December 1995; she was 89.

Memories of my Aunt Ruby 
By her nephew Richard Lee Gleason 


Like most of my Ohio relatives it wasn’t often that I got to visit with my Aunt Ruby and her 
husband Charles. But I do recall the several times that my mother and I visited their home 
during our infrequent trips to Ohio. I loved going to Ohio. It was a real treat to visit with 
this branch of my family that I didn’t see as often as those in Pennsylvania. 


Aunt Ruby and Charles had a fairly large two-story home with a basement in Canton, Ohio. 
It included a huge spacious backyard, and plenty of room for a young boy to play. Inside 
their home in the dining room hung a “paint by numbers” painting that my mother spent 
numerous hours creating. It was a recreation of Leonardo Divinci’s “Last Supper.” I’m sure 
my mother thought it especially appropriate for her church-going, Bible reading, Gospel 
preaching, Christian sister Ruby. 


Uncle Charles was a devoted hunter and I’m sure, typical of most of the men in my 
extended family, spent many hours with his own sons enjoying the sport and outdoors. He 
owned a large gun collection. I liked Charles a lot as he was a good man who always 
treated me well and I envied him for the large family that he had. 


Ruby and Charles’ life was not without tragedy. In the early 1960s their oldest son Chuck 
died in his thirties from cancer. Late in the same decade their youngest daughter, nineteen 
year old Cheryl, would be killed in an early morning New Years car accident on January 1, 
1968. I don’t know the circumstances surrounding Charles’ death. 


My Aunt Ruby late in her life suffered from Alzheimer’s disease. For several years she lived 
with her daughter Bertha Lee and eventually had to put in a nursing home, where I believe 
she lived a year or two before her death.°® 


Ruby Josephine married Charles F. INGRAM Sr., son of John Waldrop INGRAM. Born on 12 


March 1902 in Owenton, Owen, KY.°??”7 Charles F. died in April 1984.° Soc. Sec. #: 274-05- 
5497, issued in Ohio state.®? Occupation: Employed at Goodyear Rubber Co., Akron, OH.?”

In my observations I'm amazed at how much my uncle Elmer Byron Lines resembles in 
appearance his uncle Byron Francis Lines (1888).° 
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Memories of my Uncle Elmer 
By his nephew Richard Lee Gleason 


My uncle Elmer was among my favorite uncles, probably because I saw him fairly regularly 
during our trips to Pennsylvania and during one particular summer when I spent more than 
a month with him and his family. 


Tall, broad-shouldered tatooed and muscular, a physique built while working in the coal 
mines as a young man, he was an intimidating sight. With his black hair combed in a 
similar fashion, and the same kind of voice and appearance, he reminded me of singer 
Johnny Cash, but my uncle more rugged around the edges. 


Like many in my family Uncle Elmer was much more talkative and outgoing when he was 
drinking, which I witnessed on occasion to some excess. At times during his bouts with 
alcohol his demeanor could turn mean. But, all-in-all my memories of my time spent with 
him were those of fun adventures. 


One summer when I was about nine years old, I spent about a month of my summer 
vacation staying with Uncle Elmer and his family. He and his wife Betty had about ten kids 
at home. Some of the kids were hers, and a few were theirs together. Suffice to say, there 
was a lot of kids to play with. Elmer had lost his young wife Sarah years earlier to cancer 
while Betty was divorced. My uncle didn't work and lived in a very old two-story house in 
the country a few miles from Clearfield in an area known as Bailey Settlement. 


One night during that summer in the black darkness Uncle Elmer took a couple of his step 
sons and I“Scamp” hunting. In the middle of a nearby cornfield two of us held a burlap 
bag open while another shined a flashlight into it’s entrance. Once the stage was set the 
idea was that my Uncle would walk some distance away and then work his way back toward 
our trap. The little chipmunk-like creatures, as the legend pretended, would scurry away as 
he approached and be attracted to the shelter enticed by the lighted bag, thus trapping one 
or more of them in our midst. While the three of us crouched in anticipation, Uncle Elmer 
apparently ventured home for a cup of coffee. About twenty minutes later he returned 
where we lay in-wait and asked, “Did you catch anything?” 


Typically he and his brothers loved the outdoors and always had a gun nearby. A short 
walking-distance up the wooded hill behind his house he once took me frog hunting, where 
there was a small pond. We took our place on a slight incline above the pond and with his 
22 revolver within a few short minutes shot several unsuspecting frogs. That night we ate 
frog legs. Tasted like chicken! 


Often Uncle Elmer would take the family out at night to drive along the deserted 
mountainous gravel and dirt roads that for miles surrounded his home to “spot deer.” This 
is one of my most memorable and fun experiences as a young boy. With his car-mounted 
spot light we would find along the country and mountain roads open fields and with the 
bright light we’d often find as many as a dozen or so deer grazing in the darkness just a 
short distance away. Sometimes they would slowly walk, sometimes run away from the 
lumination while at other times they would just stand and look back at us as we gazed upon 
them and counted their antlers. 
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I remember being amazed by the massive number of lightning bugs we would see at night 
among those open country fields. It was quite a sight as thousands with their intermittent 
blinks of yellow-green light would dot the darkness that surrounded them. Not since I left 
the east do I recall ever again seeing these unique little bugs. As a young boy when home 
my friends and I would often entertain ourselves in the evenings by catching them and 
keeping them in a jar to softly light our bedrooms. 


During those hot and humid summer days as we’d drive to town or other places we’d 
occasionally see a rattlesnake lying and sunning itself along or slowly meandering across 
the road. Uncle Elmer would never hesitate to take whatever means necessary to drive 
over them. Often times they’d quickly try to slink away and he’d back up and do it again, in 
an effort to bring them to a sudden demise. With each kill he’d pull out the sheathed knife 
he always carried and cut off their rattles as a trophy. Usually the bigger the snake, the 
more rattles to be counted. They’d range in length from three or four feet to as much as 
six. Once the snake was confirmed dead my uncle would throw it’s remains in the trunk 
and take it home and skin it for a tasty treat. Tasted like chicken! 


One day while my cousins and I were out exploring the countryside we came across, in an 
open field, an old rotted tree stump and heard some kind of noise from under it. With a 
little effort we tugged, pulled and kicked it over and to our amazement discovered a large 
den of snakes in a hole hidden beneath it. It was literally a ball of about two to three feet in 
circumference made entirely of snakes! I was horrified! As a city boy I’d never seen 
anything like it, nor have I since. All we could think to do was run! Whether it was a result 
of that experience or not, I’ve never liked snakes. 


Shortly before my time was over for my summer adventure Uncle Elmer wrapped his 
western-style holster with one of his pearl-handled revolvers around my waist. I recall he 
had to wrap it around me twice and tuck in it’s end to secure it to my tiny frame. It was 
heavy and even a bit cumbersome but he had me pose as a gunslinger about to draw my 
weapon and took a picture. I beamed with excitement that he would do that for me. 


In November of 1987 I had the long awaited opportunity to return to Pennsylvania and Ohio 
for a short visit. I spent a total of ten days there and was able to see my mother, who was 
now retired and living in Philipsburg, not far from Clearfield. 


Uncle Elmer also lived in the same community and on one occasion during that trip I got to 
visit with him at his apartment. A short time later Uncle Elmer passed away just three days 
short of his seventy-seventh birthday. His health was poor and he collapsed in the bitter 
cold winter weather outside his apartment from an apparent heart attack. Upon hearing the 
news I thought how grateful I was to have been able to see and visit with him only two 
months earlier. He was the first of the nine remaining brothers and sisters to die, since my 
father had passed away 32 years before.® 


Elmer Byron first married Sara HOOVER®!’8, Born on 21 February 1921. Sara died on 17 
December 1957; she was 36. Cause of Death: Cancer. 


She was a cousin of Curwensville, PA Police Chief John Hoover. Their fathers were brothers. 


Chief Hoover replaced Chief Joe Riddle* in 1961 and continued until at least the mid 
1970’s.° 
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Resident of Glen Richey in Nov of 1956 when admitted to hospital.® 


Sara commenced an action for divorce from Elmer in August of 1957 in Clearfield County.®?

Her neice Florence Bucholz remembers Maxine as a very pretty lady. She always dressed 
very well and was one of the first women she knew to drive a car. Florence said Maxine 
always drove a nice car. She remembered that Maxine and her first husband, Jim Smith, 
rode motorcycles. Maxine married Smith at an early age possibly as young as 15 or 16. 
Smith was an independant cab driver in Washington D.C.*° 





She was called “Mac” by most of her brothers and sisters. 
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- Employed in the late 1940s at The Hot Shoppe, a popular family restuarant in Washington, 
D.C. The restaurant was started by J. Willard Marriott and was later part of the Marriott 
Hotel Corporation in 1967. She knew the founder as well as his two young sons Bill Marriott 
Jr., and Richard while working there. 


- Employed as a Hostess at the popular Bookbinders restaurant in Philadelphia, PA in the 
early 1950s. It was frequented by many celebrities including politicians, actors and major 
league baseball players who’s pictures were hung on the restaurant walls. 


- Employed as a waitress at Mr. J’s Cafe in Hyattsville, Md. from about 1956 to the late 
1960’s when her boss Mr. Lutz sold his business and moved to Soda Springs, Idaho where 
he purchased the Caribou Lodge. 


- Employed as a waitress at The Calvert House Inn in Hyattsville, Md until her retirement. 


Resident of Scranton, PA in the 1940s or 1950s. 

Resident of Philadelphia, PA in Aug 1955.°2 

Resident of Riverdale, Prince Georges, MD, May 1958 - Nov 1962

More about Maxine’s namesake Maxine Elliott 


*Maxine Elliott (1868-1940) born Jessie Dermott was an American stage actress born in 
Rockland, Maine. She spent much of her childhood on a large sailing ship, of which her 
father, Thomas Dermot, of Oakland, Ca., was captain. Subsequently she spent about a year 
at the convent of Notre Dame, Roxbury, Mass. 


Jessie went to New York when she was barely sixteen years old to begin the struggle of 
"carving out a career." She adopted her stage name Maxine Elliott in 1889 and made her 
first appearance on any stage in the season of 1890-1891 in New York. It is said that 
reviewers disagreed "over whether it was her beauty or her acting ability that attracted 
attention.” 


Elliott quit her acting career during World War I, to outfit and staff a barge as a floating 
hospital, to nurse wounded soldiers in France. Boyfriends as a young actress included 
Baseball Hall of Famer John Montgomery Ward & heavyweight champ/actor Gentleman 
James J. Corbett. She was named as co-respondent in Ward's divorce from famed actress 
Helen Dauvray. For her beauty & unusual violet eyes, Maxine Elliott has been compared to 
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Elizabeth Taylor. For many years, there was a Maxine Elliott Theatre on Broadway. She 
appeared in five films between 1913 and 1919. 


Maxine became friendly with financier J.P. Morgan who probably gave her financial advice 
helping her to become a wealthy woman. During World War One, Elliott returned to Europe 
and volunteered both her income and her time to the cause of Belgian relief, for which she 
received the Belgium Order of the Crown. She was dating tennis star Tony Wilding and they 
may have planned to marry, but he died in 1915 in France during World War 1. 


Elliott's last stage appearance was in 1920. She then retired from acting, announcing that 
she "wished to grow middle-aged gracefully." 


Successful in business and investment, Elliott had homes in America and in Europe which 
included a townhouse in London where she spent most of her leisure time. She died in 
Cannes, France at the age of 72 and was the subject of a biography titled "My Aunt Maxine: 
The Story of Maxine Elliot" c.1964 written by her niece Diana Forbes-Robertson. Her 
younger sister Gertrude also a noted actress was married to actor Sir Johnston Forbes- 
Robertson. 2293/94

Jim’s major flaw, from my mother’s point of view, and which helped lead to 
their divorce, was his propensity to drink and gamble on horses. ?°°

He is listed when he was 14 years old in a newspaper article as attending a St. Patrick’s Day 
party as a member of “The Good Writers Club.”!27 
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Reuben enlisted in the U.S. Army with his brother Wilbur in the spring of 1937.7°

Reuben was a long-time resident of Philadelphia, Philadelphia, PA, while employed with the 
B&O railroad. He eventually moved closer to his boyhood home in Clearfield, Clearfield, PA 
in the later years of his life, where he enjoyed his retirement before his death.

Memories of my Uncle Reuben 
By his nephew Richard Lee Gleason 


Uncle Reuben had been a long-time resident of Philadelphia and my mother and I had 
visited with him and his wife Kay on a few occasions at his home when I was a young boy. 
Later as a teenager I had the opportunity to see him on frequent occasions when he would 
travel to Washington D.C. as a brakeman on a freight train for the Baltimore & Ohio (B&O) 
railroad. 


I know his job demanded quite a bit of him and his hours were long but he was also 
handsomely paid. As I recall he once told me his take-home pay was more than $800 a 
week. That was a considerable income in those days of the early 1970s. His time with us 
would usually be short and he’d barely have enough time to get sufficient sleep before he’d 
have to head back to Washington’s Union Station for his return-trip to Philadelphia. I 
always looked forward to seeing and visiting with him. 


Uncle Reuben like a few of his other brothers as well as his sister Lillian was a heavy 
drinker. There were several times when he would arrive at our apartment for his layover a 
bit inebriated. I knew instantly when I looked at him and saw those glassy-eyes, and 
accompanying big grin, that he had spent some time at a bar before his arrival. Whether he 
had been drinking or not Uncle Reuben’s moods could vary from jovial and funny to tired, 
depressed and fed-up with life in general. But I always enjoyed his company despite those 
differences. 


While a college student in Provo, Utah sometime in the early spring of 1976 I returned from 
an errand with my wife to find Uncle Reuben standing at the entrance to our apartment. It 
was a huge and pleasant surprise. One that was totally unexpected. We enjoyed a short 
one or two day visit and then he few home. It was the only time that any of my aunts or 
uncles had visited me after my move to the west. 


Following a divorce from his second wife Kay and his retirement Reuben returned to live out 
his remaining years at his boyhood home in Pennsylvania. While there he grew close to and 
spent a lot of time with a woman from near-by Curwensville, Helen Hale.* Helen had been 
a long-time friend of a number of people in our family. Her husband had committed suicide 
some years earlier and she lived in the house that she and her husband had shared. 


On the couple of occasions when I visited Pennsylvania, and my Uncle Reuben was living 


there, we would always visit with Helen at her house where she would serve up a great 
home-cooked meal. Her place was just a short distance as I recall from where my 
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grandmother had lived for many years on what was called Irvin (or Irwin) Hill. Helen was a 
very likable and sweet woman and was good company for my Uncle and I enjoyed our visits 
with her. 


It was Uncle Reuben who phoned me early the afternoon of November 4, 1990 to tell me 
my mother had passed away. He lived a short distance away and had spent a lot of time 
with my mother in the months and weeks prior to her death. 


A week or so later with my Uncle Reuben we drove out to visit the grave of my grandmother 
Nora. It was there during a light rainfall where he and I spread the ashes of my cremated 
mother on the grave of their mother. I recall well the drive back to my mother’s trailer on 
that gloomy and wet late afternoon. Not much was said between us. It was an 
overwhelming experience to see and to dispose of what was left of our loved-one but while 
appreciating we had done just as she had requested. 


A day or two later Uncle Reuben drove me from Pennsylvania to Akron, Ohio where I 
prepared for my return trip to Washington state. It was the last time I ever saw him and I 
regret that I didn’t make more of an effort to talk with him in the three years that followed. 
During that time I lost track of Helen Hale as well but learned in about 2009 that she was 
still alive and living in an apartment in Curwensville. 





Uncle Reuben’s grave is just a few steps from that of my father, my grandfather and great 
grandparents. °®

Eli was named after his grandfather. His middle name Enlo after Enlo Wisor, a neighbor and 
friend of his sister Ruby's who was about her same age (mid teens). Eli's parents just liked 
the name.?° 





Richard Lee Gleason a nephew of Eli, recalls his uncle telling him that as a young boy he 
was homeless, choosing for whatever reason to not live at home with his mother and his 
step-father Marlie Ellinger. Eli said there were evenings when he would break into the 
courthouse in Curwensville and fall asleep in the judges chair.° 





Eli as a young boy was a pupil at the Glen Mills School House of Refuge for Boys located in 
Thornbury Township, Delaware, PA. This is the same school where his brother Wilbur had 
also been a student in April of 1930. [Uncle Eli would later tell me how he had always 
wished he could go back to Glen Mills and talk with the students that were now living there. 
I’m sure he felt he could say something by using his own experiences in influencing them to 
good causes, and I’m sure he would have been an effective mentor had he taken the 
opportunity. ] 


Later as a teen-ager in the mid 1930'2 Eli joined the Civilian Conservation Corp* and 
worked in Arizona.*° 





Like his brother Wilbur Eli served in the U.S. Army during World War Two as a combat 
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soldier in Europe. Two days before his 22nd birthday Eli was among the second wave in the 
D-Day invasion at Omaha Beach on June 6, 1944 during the allied invasion of Europe. 


The invasion began at about 6:00 a.m. and he arrived there early in the afternoon some 
seven to eight hours after the start. Recalling those days he said, "It was rougher than hell. 
The biggest problem was pushing bodies out of your way to get in." His outfit making the 
landing was with the 83rd Infantry Division. He said that for three continuous days he was 
never so scared in his life. 


He was in the 1st, 3rd & 7th Army. His "regular" army was 3rd and he was with the 970th 
Special Forces, Engineer Maintenance Company. His work centered around retreading tanks 
and repairing them. They replaced motors and turrets and put blades on them so they 
could cut through hedgerows. They did whatever was needed to keep the tanks in action. 


After the end of the war with his brother Wilbur he visited the Nazi concentration camp 
Dachau, near Innsbruck, Austria. While there they witnessed the digging of mass graves 
and the burial of thousands of Jewish dead. Years later Eli served during the Korean conflict 
in the Naval Reserve. 


In 1994 Eli received a medallion from France commemorating the 50th anniversary of the 
D-Day invasion.?9115 





Following the end of the war Eli began working at the R.C.A. Rubber Company in Akron, OH 
where he stayed and eventually retired. Over the years he worked his way up from an 
entry-level job to becoming Vice President of Purchasing. 


For years following his retirement he continued working part-time for the company. During 
his many years at R.C.A. he got several of his family members jobs there including his 
brother's Wilbur, Richard and "Pete" (John). Eli also secured employment at R.C.A. for his 
step-father Marlie Ellinger as well as many friends and grandsons. ?3?,11°

His wife Mary usually referred to him as “Red” due to the color of his hair as a young man.

I talked to my Uncle Eli & Mary in late 2006. Aunt Mary was doing well, but Eli was confined 
to a wheel chair to get around and I guess he was having a pretty rough time of it. 


Uncle Eli got on the phone as he always did when I called, but for the first time he had such 
a difficult time talking that he quit in frustration. His voice was so much weaker and he 
could barely speak. It was pretty upsetting to me to realize just how much he had 
deteriorated since I had spoken to him probably eight or ten months earlier. 


I’m grateful that in the summer of 2007 I was able to twice visit with him and for one final 
time enjoy his company, his good naturedness and his spirit. A better man I’ve never 
known.°® 





Eli’s first cousin Raymond Edward Lines, Jr. (1916-1995) admired and thought a lot of Eli 
because of his progress and success in life despite his difficult years growing up. Ray 
“thought there was nobody like Eli.” 1°? 





The following is a message from Eli’s nephew Richard Lee Gleason, following the death of 
his uncle: 


May 11, 2009 
Dear Family, 


I could never do justice in a few paragraphs to describe Uncle Eli’s character and integrity, 
nor the influence that he has had in my life, but to this end I will try. 


He was a giant among men and had a special gift of blessing the lives of all who knew him 
with his humor, his smile and laughter, his good-naturedness and his genuine love and 
devotion to God, country, family and friends. 


I am proud that he was my uncle and am so thankful for the love he and Aunt Mary have 
given me over the years of my life. Being the son of his younger brother who died at an 
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early age, I was truly blessed by the special relationship that we shared. My life is so much 
the better because of this relationship and I regret that my children never got to know him 
or his family. 


Despite the trials, difficulties and struggles he experienced as a young boy Eli, as an adult, 
did all he could do and his accomplishments were many in the days he was given. 


As a very young man he was part of what has been appropriately described as “the greatest 
generation.” He was among the real heros of our time. While he talked to me at some 
length about his combat experiences during World War Two, Uncle Eli would never let me 
tape record his memories of those days in Europe (although I did write some of those 
stories down). During one of those discussions he told me that the only thing I really 
needed to know is that “I was your uncle and I always loved you.” What more could I ask 
for? 


Like his brothers, sisters and other family members who have gone before him I loved him 
and will miss him terribly. But I will remember Uncle Eli especially for the exceptional 
example he was to all who knew him and for the legacy he and his beautiful wife have left 
to all their family. 


In time the sorrow and pain that we feel in our loss will subside. But our choice memories 
and our grateful hearts, for having known him for the truly good and decent man that he 
was, will continue to live on. Our lives will forever be blessed in remembering all the good 
that he accomplished and shared throughout his life. 


I am so grateful to know that we can find peace and comfort in the knowledge of the gift of 
the coming resurrection and in our faith that we will see and embrace him once again. A 
sense of loss is ours to bear but his is a wondrous gain indeed. 


My thoughts and prayers are with his wonderful family, especially my aunt Mary, who I 

adore, and my cousins, Judy and Laura. I am sorry that it has taken me a while to write 
you, but please know that you are not alone and that these weeks since his death have 

been especially difficult for me in grieving his passing.

The present generation 
can have no conception of what was required by the early settlers in transforming the 
wilderness into a well-settled and highly cultivated section which we do today see.**°

Company in Akron, OH where Eli worked, and from where Eli would later retire. Wilbur quit 
the job first and then Richard quit at R.C.A. in August of 1955. He left Akron with his 
nephew and good friend Charles Ingram Jr. (1927). Together they traveled to 
Pennsylvania. Carrying with him what few belongings he had, Richard fell sick on his trip 
home and was immediately hospitalized, and died there later that month.4?11° 





In my newspaper research there is confusion regarding some details relative to my father’s 
life. This is due to the fact that there was another Richard Lines, apparently a distant 
cousin, three years younger than my dad who was born and raised in the same rural area. 
It is this Richard Lines who in December of 1964 was charged and later convicted of the 
murder of a local Curwensville, PA Police Officer Lyle Domico. 141°

Richard’s son Richard (b. 1952) was legally adopted in October of 1956 following the death 
of his father. The younger Richard’s adoptive parents were his father’s older sister, Maxine 
Jane (Lines) Gleason, and her husband James Emmett Gleason. 


The younger Richard’s record appears in this database as the son of his adopted parents as 
well as his biological parents Richard Delmont Lines and Joann Hull.®9?
